Passing over the same course as when 
he visited the exposition on the open- 
ing day, the president reviewed the 
fleets of seven nations, six in addition 
to the United States. 

The sea-fighters were in gala attire, 
the flags of the different countries rep- 
resented making a striking picture. As 
the Mayflower steamed down the long 
column of vessels, each in turn greeted 
the president, who eccupied the bridge 
of his trim yacht, with a salute of 
twenty-one guns. The foreign vessels 
had the positions of honor in a line 
nearest and parallel to the exposition 
Srounds and were reached first by the 
Mayflower, so that their guns were the 
first to be heard in sounding their sa- 
lutations. 

Either black or dark drab draped the 
vessels of Austria-Hungary, Brazil, 
France, the Netherlands, and of Portu- 
gal, appeared in sharp contrast to the 
Atlantic fleet of thirty-three vessels 
under the command of Rear-Admiral 
Evang, these ships being dressed in 
the usual white hull and buff for the 
superstructure.

Roosevelt Goes Ashore. 

The foreign flag and commanding 
officers were then received, and in de- 
parting they proceeded to the expos!i- 
tion grounds where they went ashore 
st Discovery landing. A few minutes 
Itaer they were followed by the presi- 
dent in the barge of the commander- 
in-chief of the Atlanfic fleet, accompa- 
nied by the members of his party. 
President Roosevelt found things in 
much better condition than when he 
was here before, and did not hesitate 
to commend the progress that has heen 
made and improving the appearance of 
the grounds. He was greatly inter- 
ested to learn that a squad of more 
than a hundred representative business 
men of Norfolk and the 
towns should use picks and shovels on 
Saturday morning in improving the 
grounds. 

The men worked the entire day with 
negro laborers clearing away debris, 
and a similar squad took their places 
on Sunday, putting in the day in like 
manner. The men were not connected 
in any capacity with the exposition, but 
‘had the interest of the community at 
large at heart. 

At Discovery landing, a salute to the 
’ president was fired, during which time 
the president and members of his par- 
ty and the committee stood with 
bared heads. The yarty then marched 
to carriages, and drove through a 
' guard of honor formed by the Georgia 
troops, the cadets of the military and 
naval academies and the Virginia mil- 
itary institute drawn up in open ranks.

Following his address, President Roose- 
velt reviewed the military parade wnder 
command of Colonel Philip Reed, of the 
Twenty-third infantry, as grand marshal. 
In this procession were foreign and 
United States sailors and blue jackets, 
the artillery from fFprt Monroe, the 
Untied States cavalry, artillery and in- 
fantry stationed at Camp John Smith, 
West Point cadets, Annapolis naval ca- 
dets and Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
cadets, Fifth Georgia National guard, the 
brigade of the Virginia Volunteers and 
other smaller detacaments of military 
organizations stationed on tne grounds.

Sons and Daughters of the 
Stale Gathered in Honor 
of Georgia Day,

Jamestown Exposition, Va., June 1!0.— 
(Special.)\—The thunderous salute from 
the assembled fleet, which greeted the 
Fresidential yacht, the Mayflower, as it 
appeared this morning above the hori- 
son in the direction of Washington, 
marked the opening of a program which 
has provided a busy, happy and a most 
eventful day for the Georgians at the 
Jamestown exposition. 

The little puff of white smoke from 
one of the six-pounders jn the forward 
turret of the battleship Georgia, the 
first in line of the American fleet, was 
the signal for a general cannonading 
that brought the visitors pell-mell out 
into the open to watch the president's 
yacht bear down upon the fleet.  Si- 
multaneously the pennants ‘were broken 
out on all the battleships. A half hour 
later, as the Mayflower passed down the 
line of fighters, the presidential salute 
of twenty-one guns was fired. 

Georgians in Evidence. 

There must have been thirty thousand 
people gathered together on the parade 
ground when Commissioner W. N. 
Mitchell, of Georgia, introduced Gover- 
nor Terrell. The appearance of the 
president on the stand, and his refer- 
encetothe honor done him by Georgia, 
the service of his uncles in the confed- 
erate navy, and to his desire to aid Geor- 
gia in her crusade for immigration, 
brought forth the vociferous applause of 
the Georgians in the gtandstand and the 
other thousands who stood out in the 
blazing sun on the parade ground. 

Governor Terrell and his staff, and 
Commissioner Mitchell occupied the box 
with the presidential party. 

The Fifth regiment, when it passed the 
reviewing stand, was given hearty ova- 
tion, and for this one day Georgians 
were given the right-of-way and came 
pretty near running the exposition. 

The gavel used at the exercises in 
the grandstand was the historic relic 
now in the possession of the Joseph 
Habersham chapter. Daughters of the 
American Revoiution, and through the 
efforts of Mrs. W. |. Peel this new 
chapter was added to its eventful hiw- 
tory. 

On last Friday the Georgia building 
was bare of any suggestion of wall pa- 
per or furnishings, or paint, so far as 
interior woodwofk was concerned. The 
Prospects were for a rather cheerless 
Sort of a reception to the president of 
the United States in a bare building that 
was originally jntended to be an exact 
replica of his mother’s home at Roswell, 
Ga. The outlook was not encouraging.

ORFOLK, VA., June 10.—(Spe- 
N cial. )}—President Roosevelt's ad- 
dress today at the Georgia 
building of the Jamestown exposition, 
was on a variety of topics.

South Heeds Immigrants. 
_“The south will be all the better for 
flew immigrants of the right type, and I 
hope to see steamship lines carrying 
euch immigrants established at ports like 
Savannah and Charleston, just as I hope 
to gee ports like New Orleans connected 
by lines of steamers with the South 
American continent, the confinent with 
which our relations should grow ever 
closer and mutually more advantageous. 
In the gouth, as everywhere through the 
union, we need to see a good education 
given free to all children, no matter 
what may be their race or color. Nor 
can we wisely permit this education to 
be of a merely literary type. More and 
more we are growing to realize that 
there must be an education of the harm 
as well as of the head. There must be 
agricultural] ahd industrial colleges, and, 
above all, schools in which there can be 
elementary preparation for agriculture 
and industry. These schools for techni- 
cal training will hold a great place in the 
future in fitting our citizens for doing 
thelr economic duties in the best possi- 
ble ghape. In the south there is a popu- 
lation peculiarly fitted to profit by them, 
@ population which has been generally 
referred to as ‘poor white,’ a population 
of splendid capacities, and almost purely 
of the old native stock, which simply 
lacks the opportunity to develop a degree 
of industrial efficiency unsurpassed else- 
where on this continent. 

“It is a matter for congratulation that 
there ig such a steady increase of inter- 
est in the southern states in everything 
pertaining to children. This has already 
markedly shown itself, and I hope will 
still more markedly show itself in the 
future, in warring against the evi] of 
child labor in factories. 

Child Labor. 

“The factory is a very poor place in- 
deed for a child; indeed, personally ! 
think the factory a poor place for a wom- 
an—certainly for a married woman, or 
for an unmarried woman for more than @ 
very few years. In any community or- 
ganized on really healthy lines the aver- 
age woman will have quite enough to do 
in her own home, whether she is rich or 
poor; and nowhere else can #he do work 
of guch value to the nation as a whole— 
and py work, I mean ‘her housework, her 
work as housewife and mother, and not 
so-called ‘home industries.’ As regards 
children, it ig as essential to look after 
their physical as their menta) training. 
We cannot afford to let children grow up 
ignorant; and if they are sent to school 
they canot, while young, also work hard 
outside without detriment, physical, 
mental and moral. There is urgent need 
for the health authorities to increase 
their care over the hygienic conditions 


and surroundings of children of tender 


years, and especially to supervise those 
in the schools, It is a good thing to try 
to reform ‘bad children, to try to build 
up degenerate children; but it is an even

“There is increasing need that the 
welfare of the children should be ef- 
fectively safeguarded by governmental 
action; with the proviso, however, that 
this action shall be taken with knowl- 
edge and in a spirit of robust common 
sense; for philanthropy, whether govern- 
mental or individual, is a curse and not 
a blessing when marked Dy a spirit of 
foolish sentimentality and ignorance. 
Such governmental] action is merely one 
inevitable result of the ever-increasing 
growth of our complex industrialism.”

Legislation should be had, alike from The 
nation ang from the states, not only to 
guard against the neeu.ess multiplica- 
tton of these accidents, but to relieve the 
financial suffering due to them. Laat 
winter congress passed ae safety- 
appliance law which marked a long 
stride in the right direction. But there 
should be additional legislation to secure 
pecuniary compensation to workingmen 
suffering from accidents, and when they 
are killed, to their families. At present 
both in the sphere covered by national 
legislation, ang in the sphere covered 
by state legislation, the law in too many 
cases leaves the financia] burden of in- 
dustria] accidents to be borne by the in- 
} sured workmen and their families; and 
a workman who suffers from an accident 
either has no case at all for rearess, or 
else must undertake a Suit for damages 
against his enmvpioyer. The present prac- 
tice is based on the view announced 
nearly seventy years ago that ‘principles 
of justice and good sense demand that a 
workman shall take upon himself ai] the 
ordinary risks of his occupation.’ in my 
view, principles of justice and good. 
sense demand the very reverse of this 
view, which experience has proved to be 
unsound and productive of widespread 
siuering.” 

tne president would, by making repa- 
ration for accidents jegally ‘‘aultomatic,”’ 
diffuse the expense for such throughvuut 
society, including the employer, employee 
and the consumer, who eventually pays 
the bills at any rate. 

National and State Laws. 

Speaking of the national] and state leg- 
islation in this direction, the president 
says: 

“Congress should adopt legislation pro- 
viding limited but definite compensation 
for accidents to al! workmen within the 
scope of the federal power, including em- 
ployees in navy yards and arsenals.

New York, June !10.—The statement 
of Mrs. Ayres, wife of Lieutenant Col- 
onel Charles G. Ayres, United States 
army, in which she spoke of the sec- 
rétary of war's letter to her husband 
forbidding her to trespass upon the 
reservation in West Point as “so in- 
sulting and despicable that I will not 
repeat it or show it,” and which she 
said had placed in the hands of her 
lawyers, was considered an intimation 
at West Point, on account of dis- 
patches today, that she intended to in- 
clude Secretary Taft in the suit for 
damages she has announced she would 
bring. 

While Mrs. Ayres refused to explain 
further what was in the order which 
prevents her from seeing her son, Fair- 
fax Ayres, who ig a cadet at the acad- 
emy, it was ted at West Point that 
Secretary Taft approved the recommen- 
dations of Colonel Mills and Colonel 
Scott in their reports to the department 
on Colonel Howse’s complaint against 
Mrs. Ayres, which is the basis of her 
suit. The secretary, instead of order- 
ing Colonel Ayres to remove his wife 
from near the post, instructed him to 
prevent her from trespassing upon the 
West Point reservation 80 long as their 
son shall be ig the academy. If young 
Ayres should ever be ill she will be no- 
tified and a permit for her to see him 
will be issued either by the secretary or 
by Adjutant General Rowe.

Norfolk, Va., June 10.—The° famous 
Princess Anne hotel at Virginia Beach, 
Va., built twenty-five years ago and one 
of the handsomest summer resort ho- 
tels along the middle ‘Atlantic seaboard, 
was destroygd by fire, which had its 
origin early today in the kitchen, sup- 
posedly from a defective flue. In two 


hours the entire hotel building, together 
with the Norfolk and Southern § depot, 
the bowling alley, hotel laundry, engine 
house, the office of the Virginia Beach 
Development Company and all the board 
walk in front of the hotel had been 
wiped away. 

There were 110 persons guests and 
employees in the hotel. All are thought 
to have escaped with the exception of 
Emma Clark, a negro chambermaid, 
and John Eaton, the white steward. 
There were no fire escapes, That a 
Score or more of persons were not lost 
is attributed to the great heroism of 
Carl Boeschen, a young sergeant of the 

- Richmond Light Artillery Blues, who, 
rushing from room to room, awakened 
the sleeping occupants, many of whom 
barely escaped in their night clothes. 
Boeschen finally fell exhaysted and had 
to be borne from the building. 

The loss on the building is $185,000, 
with only $83,000 insurance. Manager 
A. €. Mitchell, of Asheville, N. C., had 
no insurance. The hotel gafe, in which 
the heavy receipts of yesterday and 
thousands of dollars’ worth of valuables 
placed therein by guests for safe-keep- 
ing, was not locked and its entire con- 
tents were lost when the building col- 
lapsed. A large number of prominent 
meople from different parts of the coun- 
try took refuge in cottages nearby. 

While it is believed that of the eighty 
guests in the hotel all escaped with 
their lives, it was stated by persons 
coming up from the beach during the

SAYS FREIGHT. 


REDUCTIONS 


AILROAD COMMISSIONER JO- 
R SEPH M. BROWN yesterday filed 
: with the railroad commission an 
elaborate brief presenting his views on 
the passenger rate proposition, this in 
addition to his dissenting opinion upon 
certain features of the recent order, 
which was filed on Saturday. 

In- this’ brief Mr. Brown goes into 
various and ‘numerous details, but one 
of the principal points stressed {s that 
freight rate reductions have in no wise 
been of benefit to the people generally, 
but act rather in the shape of a dividend 
to the manufacturer and jobber, while 
reductions in the passenger rates are of 
importance to the whole people. 

Mr. Brown says of something like $2.- 
000,000 annual reductions in freight rates 
secured through the activity of the rail- 
road commission {np 1905, not one dollar 
has ever gone into the pocket of the 
farmer, the laborer, or other consumer. 


DO NOT BENEFIT PUBLIC 


in freight rates then made and subse- 
quently, the prices of practically all 
products which they use have gone up. 

Mr. Brown says the freight on first- 
class from New York to Atlanta was 
reduced at that time $27 per carload of 
30,000 pounds. Yet the advance in men’s 
suitings, for instance, has been on high 
grades, $11,957 per car, or almost thirty- 
eight times as much as the entire 
freight rate. Reductions amounting ‘t5 
$87 per carload have been secured on 
‘shoes, and yet, he states. the price of 
shoes. has gone up $!.30 per pair since 
that time. “He also takes the item of 
stoves and says they -have been adéd- 
vanced § per cent in the -identical 
week tin which the supreme court ren- 
‘dered its decision affirming the reduced 
‘rates on that commodity put in by the 
commission.

STATE DEMANDS 
MORE RETURNS 


Street Railroads Called on by 
Comptroller. General for 
Large Increases, 


Comptrolier General W. A. Wright 
yesterday called on five of the prin- 
cipal street railroad companies in the 
state for large and healthy incredses 
in their tax returns. The gentle re- 
quests which he makes are calculated 
to make these corporations sit up and 
take notice. 

It was stated at the time an agree- 
ment was reached whereby the tax re- 
turns of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Cempany were more than dou- 
bled all of the street railroads and 
other large corporations in the state 
would be called on for proportionate 
increases. The comptroller general has 
figured out what the returns should be 
in each case, and has accordingly noti- 
fied the presidents of each of the com- 
panies. A similar plan will be follow- 
ed as to the steam railroads and other 
large public utility corporations. 

The total increase in returns 
manded from the. five street railroad 
companies given herewith is $2,688,- 
299. 

The Augusta Railway and Electric 
Company is called on for a total re- 
turn of $1,472,000. Its return this year 
was $697,189, and the comptroller gen- 
eral has asked an increase of $774,811, 
or more than double the original re- 
turn. ‘The increase is about in the 
same proportion as that made upon the 


' pany. 

The Savannah Electric Company was 
asked to make a total return of $2,- 
120,000. It returned this year $!,!70,- 

060, and the increase called for is 
is $949,940. 

The Columbus Railroad Company, 
which gave in its property at $243,633, 
has been asked to make a total return 
of $656,000, an increase of $412,367. 

The Macon Railway and Light Com- 
pany has been called on for a total 
return of $984,000, as against its re- 
turn of $533,619, an increase of $450,- 
381. 

The Athens Electric Railway has 
been asked for a total return of $319,- 
200, as against a return of $218,400, an 
;increase of $100,800. 

A similar percentage kept up 
ithroughout the list will run the cor-

WO hot days coming together—just 
ci moderately warm they were—after 
al] the unseasonable «ool weather 
Of the past month or so made the 
“a¥erdze Atlantan‘ feet. that: “we hat° 4 
just grievance against the weather man. 
‘In’ point of fact it was not nearly 80 
Warm as people thought it was. It just 
seemed warm. 

By comparison with other June days 
that are now a matter of history, Sun- 
day and Monday were decidedly spring- 
like. The highest point registered by 
‘the therrmometer on Sunday was 90 de- 
grees, and on Monday 89 was the limit 
of the sun’s activity. Both days people

- many June days this éarly in the month 
that had several degrees the better of 
June 9 and 10.

On the 2d it 
was 9!, on the 34 94, on the 4th 95,

On the other hand June, 1903, was a 
coo} month, the highest point being 89, 
with a maximym for the month of 66 
degrees.

LEGISLATION IS REVIEWED 


President Tells the Editors What 
He Has Tried to Do in the 
Way of Reform—Recep- 
tion Followed the 
Address. 


Norfolk, Va., June !0.—Editors from 
@ll sections of the United tSates assem- 
bled in the auditorium building at the 
Jamestowy exposition today They are 
members of the National Editorial As- 
sociation, which is holding its annual 
convention here. The chief feature to- 
day was the address of President Roose- 
velt at the afternoon session, followed 
Sy a reception. 

The sessions of the convention opened 
with several addresses, among which 
wag that of W. 8. Copeland, president 
of the Virginia Editorial Association. A 
number of papers and addresses are to 
be presented during the week and va~- 
rious committee reports submitted. 
Among those who are on the program to 
contribute papers are Jacob R. Riis, of 
New York; Charles Medill McCormick, 
of Chicago; Governor R. B. Glenn, of 
North Carolina; Barton Meyers, govern- 
or of the exploitation of the Jamestown 
exposition; John Temple Graves, of Geor- 
gia, and Crosby R. Noyes, of Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

The President’s Address. 
President Roosevelt said in part: 
“Distrust equally the man who is 

never able to discover any vices of rich 
men to attack and the man who con- 
fines himself to attacking the sins and 
shortcomings of rich men. It is a sure 
sign of moral and mental dishonesty ig 
any man if in his public agsaults upon 
iniquity he is never able to see any in- 
iquity save that of a particular class; 
and this whether he is able to see the 
crimes of arrogance and oppression in 
the rich or the crimes of envy or vice 
lence in the poor. He is no true Amert- 
can if he is a respecter of persons where 
right and wrong are concerned and if 
he fails to denounce the demagogues no 
less than the corruptionist, to denounce 
@like crimes of organized greed and 
crimes of brutal violence. There is equal 
need to denounce the wealthy. man who

sc just a pride; and to waste and de- 
stroy our natural resources means to 
undermine this material basis.’’ 

The President spoke of the work of 
the reclamation service in irrigation, 
the work of the public lands commis- 
sion and the utilization for the benefit 
of the people of the public lands, the 
necessity of preserving national forests, 
and of keeping the remaining mineral 
lands .out of the hands of private in- 
terests. He referred especially to his 
temporary withdrawal of the remain- 
ing coal lands from disposal. He also 
urged federal] control of the great west- 
ern cattle ranges to prevent their 
abuse and depletion, and urged. the 
necessity of laws to prevent further 
public land frauds. 

Continuing, the president said:

that this is only one of their many 
uses, and that a planned and orderly 
development is impossible except by 
taking into account all the services 
they are capable of rendering.
